Cracksmen Loot Post office Safe—Se¬ 
cure Large Haul, 


At an early hour Saturday morning 
robbers gained entrance to the new 
postoffice building in Pasadena and 
blew open the safe with nitroglycerin, 
securing about $13,000 in stamps and a 
few private papers of no value to them. 
Fortunately, in their evident hurry, 
they overlooked $1,100 in a drawer in 
the safe. 

One of the clerks arrived at 5:20 in 
the morning, and on entering heard a

Probable Revolution. 

A dispatch from the city of Mexico 
says: 

Conditions in Salvador, according to 
advices received here, are approaching 
the chaotic state now existing in Gatue- 
mala. President Figueroa of Salvador 
is likely to be confronted by a formi¬ 
dable revolution. Open war is being 
waged in Honduras among political 
factions, each headed by a presidential 
aspirant. 

Tremendous interest has been aroused 
by the movement of Mexican troops to 
the Gautemalan frontier, over the Pan- 
American railroad. For what purpose 
this is being done is not known outside 
of official circles. The war depart¬ 
ment has countermanded the order dis¬ 
patching the Mexican gunboat Tampico 
to the port of San Jose de Guatemala, 
there to take on board the Mexican 
minister to Guatemala. The latter was 
to have gone to San Salvador. The 
Tampico is still in the harbor of Salina 
Cruz and the Mexican Minister is in 
Guatemala city. 


Not an Irrigation Project. 

Harriman's manipulation of the Alton 
stocks is mentioned as an “irrigation 
project,” says the Kansas City Star, but 
this characterization of the transaction 
really is not fair to the legitimate 
enterprise of irrigation, Harriman took 
the Alton when it had a complete capi¬ 
talization of practically $34,000,000. 
After spending $18,000,000 in seven 
years in improvements he “dumped” 
the road with a capitalization of $114, 
000,000. In irrigation projects the 
water is controlled for the benefit of 
the property owners along the route. 
The Alton deal was a flood which sub¬ 
merged the owners and devastated 
their holdings. Why discredit the 
cause of irrigation by such comparison?

Orange Stealing. 

A great many visitors to the neigh¬ 
borhood of orange and other fruit 
ranches, and these visitors are by no 
means all tourists or "tenderfeet," im¬ 
agine, or act as if they imagined that 
oranges, like California poppies, spring 
up and grow without care or cost to the 
grower, and that anyone, or everyone, 
has the privilege of stepping into an 
orchard and helping themselves. 


The law calls stealing “larceny." 
“Larceny is the felonious stealing, tak¬ 
ing, carrying, leading or driving away 
the personal property of another," 
Penal Code, Section 484. “Pulling and 
taking oranges from trees is also lar¬ 
ceny." Penal Code, Section 495. 

If the oranges taken ate worth less 
than $50, the stealing is petty larceny, 
i Penal Code, Sections 487 and 488,) and 
is punishable by a fine of not more

sonment in the county jail, not exceed¬ 
ing six months, or by both fine and im¬ 
prisonment. Penal Code, Section 490. 

The Penal Code, Section 604, also de¬ 
clares that every person who maliciously 
injures or destroys any standing crops, 
grain, cultivated fruits, or vegetables, 
the property of another, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Any one guilty of such 
misdemeanor is subject to the same 
punishment to which one subjects him¬ 
self by committing petty larceny. Penal 
Code, Section 20.—Dictionary of Sierra 
Madre.
